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Teresa Giudice is still a Jersey girl 
at heart. When her family visits the 
Federal Correctional Institution 
in Danbury, Connecticut, the 
Real Housewives of New Jersey star 
makes sure to greet them with a 
brave face . . . and a perfect coif. 

On one recent occasion, “she made 
us wait for an hour while she did 
her hair!” recalls her husband, Joe, 
who drives their daughters — Gia, 
14, Gabriella, 10, Milania, 9, and 
Audriana, 5 — more than 80 miles 
from their home in Towaco, New 
Jersey, nearly every weekend. But 
the quality time with inmate No. 
65703-050 is always worth it. “It 
feels good to see her,” continues Joe. 
“She comes out with her smile, with 
a little wave.” After hugs and kisses 
(they’re only permitted at the begin- 
ning and end of visits, as dictated 
by prison guidelines), Teresa helps 
the girls with homework while the 
younger ones take turns sitting on 
her lap. (Their most recent family 
photo, left, was snapped in front 
of a winter-scene backdrop in the 
visiting room.) Alas, the six-hour 
reunions go by all too fast. When 
visiting hours end at 3 p.m. sharp, 

“I cry more than the girls,” says Joe. 
“I pretty much cry every time I leave. 
Like a little baby.” 

Welcome to the Giudices’ painful 
new reality. While Teresa, 42,

incarcerated since January 5, serves 
her sentence for fraud, Joe, 44, and 
the girls struggle to carry on without 
her. “Teresa being away definitely 
makes me appreciate her more,” 
says Joe, who spoke to Us deputy 
news director Jennifer Peros at 
the Giudices’ $3 million mansion 
February 27. During the four-hour 
interview in the kitchen of the 
10,000-square-foot home, Joe 
served homemade wine and cheese 
and shared war stories of playing 
Mr. Mom and launching a floor- 
polishing business. Famously a man 
of few words, he admits, “It’s tough.” 

The Giudice family only faces 
more challenging times ahead: 
Teresa’s lawyer, James J. Leon- 
ard Jr., reveals to Us that his client.

originally sentenced to 15 months, 
will be released nearly four months 
early, on December 23 — but Joe will 
soon after report to prison to serve 
his own 41-month sentence for fraud 
before likely facing deportation. (Joe, 
who has lived in the United States 
since he was a year old, is a citizen 
of Italy.) Nevertheless, the Giudices 
are determined to persevere. “I miss 
Joe and my girls terribly, but we are 
going to get through this as a family 
one day at a time,” Teresa tells Us 
(through her lawyer). “We will be 
stronger because of this. Nothing 
can break us apart.” 


ILIFE INSIDE 

That positive outlook has helped 
Teresa endure her time in Danbury. 
“You really don’t got to worry about 


anything. It’s not a hor- 
rible place,” says Joe. 

“She never says nothing 
bad.” Yes, it’s true: The 
former table flipper 
who once called living 
in a preowned home 
“gross” is a changed 
woman. Adds Leonard: 

“Everyone I encounter 
— from the inmates to 
the staff — tell me the Teresa they 
have come to know is nothing like 
the Teresa they’ve seen on television.” 

A typical day for Teresa 2.0 starts 
early, with a 6 a.m. wake-up call. 

She rises from the top bunk in her 
cubicle-style cell, dons her prison- 
issue khaki uniform and reports to 
the cafeteria for breakfast. After 
oatmeal or eggs, Teresa hits the 
gym for the first of three workouts. 
“She exercises after every meal. It’s 
like a low-budget spa. They do spin 
classes, ah classes,” says Joe. “She’s 
getting pretty ripped up!” 

But she doesn’t need to bulk up to 
fend off attackers a la Orange Is the 
New Blaek. “Nobody really bothers 
her,” says Joe. “They give her space.” 

She’s in her element in the prison 
kitchen, where she earns less than 
50 cents an hour propping food 
and organizing trays and utensils. 

(A show source says she raked in 
$700,000 for season 6 of Real 
Housewives?) On the few occasions 
she has pitched in to make meals, 
“the inmates love it because she’s 
an amazing cook,” says a confidant, 
who adds that a few have even asked 
Teresa for recipes. 

The New York Times bestselling 
author spends the rest of her hours 
reading fan mail, praying at the 
chapel and, the source says, writing 
a memoir. “She wants the world to 
know the real Teresa Giudice,” says 
the source. “Not the Real House- 
wives Teresa or the Teresa in the 
tabloids. She wants to tell her story.” 

Only a select few inmates are 
getting to know that woman. “She’s 
got a little group that she hangs 
out with,” says Joe. At night, Teresa

Email is an easier way to stay 
connected, because Teresa has 
unlimited access. “The girls write 
her all the time,” says Joe. Gia, for 
one, chronicles her day-to-day life 
for Mom. “She’s my best friend, so 
I tell her all the drama she missed 
in my school, stuff like that,” the 
eighth-grader says. But Gia is care- 
ful to keep the content light, saying, 
“Over email, you really don’t want 
to tell her everything [bad] because 
you want her to still stay happy.” 

Remaining upbeat is a trial for all 
four girls, in fact. “They have their 
little breakdowns here and there,” 
admits Joe. “They’ll say, ‘Daddy, 
when’s she going to be out?’ Or 1 miss 
Mommy.’ I just make sure to give 
them lots of love and a lot of kisses.” 


Audriana has even taken to sleeping 
with Dad or one of her sisters. 

Sometimes Joe just isn’t a suitable 
substitute for Teresa. “If I’m fighting 
with my dad. I’ll just be like, ‘Oh, 
God, I want Mom here,”’ says Gia, 
who had a recent blowup with her 
father when she ordered him to 
shave his beard. Says Joe: “Gia tries 
to be like my mom, so I got to put 
her in her place every day.” 

IDAILY GRIND 

Despite being behind bars, Teresa 
still largely rules her roost. “She’s 
pretty much running the schedules 
from there,” says Joe. “She emails 
me what I have to do.” Before 
Valentine’s Day, for instance, she 
instructed him to buy chocolates for 
the entire family. (“I blew it because 
they were from Walmart,” says Joe. 
“I’m like, ‘They’re good chocolates!

A team handpicked by Teresa 
herself also helps with the well- 
choreographed routine.

64, and Joe’s mom, Filomena, 60, 
pitch in by babysitting, and Joe’s 
brother Pete, 42, and sister Maria 
Fazliu, 37, help shuttle the kids to 
playdates, cheer practice and 
soccer tournaments. “Days 
go by quick,” says Joe. 
“They go to school, 
they come back, they 
do their homework. 
Who’s gotta go 
here? Who’s gotta 
go there?” 

While the girls are 
at school, Joe focuses 
on his burgeoning 
business. Modern Era 
Polish and Restore. “I’m 
working on all the advertising. I’m 
getting into hotels,” says the former 
construction-company owner, who 
cleans the house himself and occa- 
sionally cooks dinner. (“He makes 
really good burgers,” says Milania.) 
The packed days take their toll on 


Joe, a former night owl. “I’m usually 
exhausted by 9:30 or 10, so I can’t 
wait to get to bed,” he says. “I usually 
just pass right out.” 

lUNCERTAIN FUTURE 

Everyone in the family is counting 
down the days until Teresa comes 
home. Gia often imagines what 
they’ll do together on Teresa’s first 
day of freedom. “I definitely just 
want to stay in, sit down and catch 
up,” she says. Leonard hopes he can 
get Teresa an even earlier release. 
“My goal from day one has been to 
get her home to her family as soon 
as possible,” he says. “It is something 
that we are vigorously pursuing.” 

That freedom, however, will be 
bittersweet, since Joe must report 
to prison in March 2016. (The con- 
fidant says Teresa will be on home 
confinement until Eebruary 6 to 
avoid a stay in a halfway house.) Joe, 
for his part, tells Us he’s focusing on 
the present and hoping for the best. 
“Maybe a miracle can happen,” he 
says. In the meantime, he’s deter- 
mined to stay strong. “You got no 
choice. Either you’re a rock or Play- 
Dob,” he says. “You be a rock.” US 


Don’t ever tell me to get anything 
for them again!”’) And during Us 
Weekly’s visit to the Giudice home, 
he heard the unique alert that 
signals an email from his wife:
